6 le Fifth Commandment which neceflarily im- 
plies a duty inal! parents fo to behave towards 
their children, as to deferve that honor from them 
which this commandment obliges them to pay ; 
and what are the terms of this mutual obligation, 
natore itfelf feems to determine. The ftate and 
condition of young people require that they fhould 
drefs, conveife and behave in fuch a manner as to 
fhine in all public aflembiies, and diftinguifh them- 
felves by apparent fuperiority of figure, drefs, &c. 
agreeable tothe fuperiority of their birth, fortune 
or expectation: On the other hand, the ftate and 
condition of parents, i.¢. O/d men and Old wo- 
men, require nothing but the mere wholefome and 
cleanly neceffaries of iife; thet they, who are or 
ought to be of courfe excluded from the gay meet - 
ings and polite afiemblies of the gay, the witty 
and the young; where they only ferve to fpoil {port 
damp the mirth and lay a reftraint opon the fro- 
licks of the good company, have really no ocea- 
fion for any thing but comfortable nourifhing food, 
foups, broths, good fires, warm beds, and a few 
religious books ; Nature itfelf therefore diftates 
that they fhould betimes refign to the heirs of their 
bodies thofe fuperfluities of fortune which they nei- 
ther want, nor know how to enjoy with relifh or 
decency. 

Let it therefore be enafted,—That if any fa- 
ther or mother are bleffed with any iflue male or 
female, who are arrived at the proper age of de- 
fire and difcretion, warm inclinations, and good 
underftandings, who are too big to be corrected, 
and too wife to be taught; thatis to fay, fons that 
have attained to the foll age of feventeen or eigh- 
teen at the moft, and daughters to the age of thir- 
tee. or fourteen at the moft; that the faid fathers 
and mothers of fuch children fhall forthwith re- 
fig to the faid heirs of their bodies, all that fu- 

erfluity of fortune, which their faid heirs thall 
judge reafonable and convenient for themfelves, 
and unneceffary and burdenfome to their faid pa- 
rents. Which reafonable condition, if their faid 
parents fiall refafe to comply wiih, they thal! be 
taught by their faid children, who are reafonably 

refumed to be better Judges than themfelves, the 
ablurdity and injuftice of fuch their conduct and 
behaviour toward their own offspring, by that 
negleét and contemptuous treatment as fuch pa- 
rents may be reafonably prefamed to deferve from 
any fenfible, polite, well-bred children, But if 
any parents fhall be found fo difereet and indul- 
gent as freely and chearfully to refiga all fach un- 
neceflary fuperfluity of eftates, jointures, fettle- 
ments or payments whatfoever, for the behoof 
and benefit of their faid hopeful progeny, that 
they fhall from thenceforth be entitled to all that 
honour, refpect and efteem, which they may be 
juftly and reafonably prefumed to deferve, accord- 
ing to the full intent and meaning of this Com- 
mandment.

SHIP NEWS. 

Capt: Robinfon, of the brig Peggy, from Brif- 
tol, on Thurfday the 3d of November, in Jat. 38, 
40, long. 50, fell in with the thip Lucretia, Capt, 
Villiam Bryant, from Amfterdam, bound to Bof- 
ton, out three months, in great diftrefs, the 
Capt. much deranged in his fenies and melancholy, 
the thip leaky, and in want of every thing: We 
jupplied them with bread, canvafs, twine, nails, 
rope and porter. I fent my mate, by the parti- 
colar requeft of the mate of the Lucretia, with a 
Mr. Dodds, a gentleman, paflenger, bred to the 
feas, to examine the fituation of the fhip; they 
found her very leaky, one pump almoft conftantly 
going, though at this time the weather was very 
moderate, and the fhip to work very much; they 
obferved the bolts in the knees of her lower deck 
beams to work iu and out two or three inches. On 
their getting into the boat to return on board the 
Peggy, Capt. Bryant jumped from the gun-wale 
of the fhip into the boat, altho’ they ufed every 
endeavor to keep him on board his fhip. It being 
late in the afternoon, I was anxious to get’ him 
back—he preffed hard to ftay with me; I prevail- 
ed on Mr. Dodds to return with the Capt. and en- 
gaged tokeep them company, which I did, until 
Monday the 7th, the wind hanging to the weft- 
ward, a profpect of a long paflage, and the thip 
to fai] very heavy ; my provifions expending fait, 
and awinter’s coalt to encounter, induced me to 
make a propofal to them to abandon the fhip and 
come oa board the Peggy, or I moft part with 
them; they concluded to ftay by the fhip, and | 
left them in lat. 39, 27, long. 59. During the 
time ] was in company with the Lucretia, we had 
aheavy blow from the weftward, in which gale 
the thip worked very much, and increafed her 
leaking fo much, thet they were obliged to work 
both pumps'to keep her free. 

The brig Pearl, Capt. Reading, was well at 
feain lat. 32, 33, N. and 28, 30, W. but 19 
days from New-York for Africa.

troduce them upon every occafion. L was led 
to thefe refle&tions by being a: the Theatré a few 
evenings ago, and was nota little furprized at the 
number of folecifms that were uttered from the 
ftage—fuch as the grating and unharmonious founds 
of creachure for creatare—forchin for fortune— 
nachure for nature, &c, In Europe the flage is 
reckoned a ftandard for pronunciation. The ad- 
vantages refulting from a propriety of pronuncia- 
tion, and a juft diction and wice werfa is obvious 
toevery man. But if public oraters continue to 
diffufe to the world fuch incongruity of language, 
it will have a tendency to corrupt the vernacular 
tongue, and introduce (inftead of a grammatical 
arrangement of words) a heterogeneous mixture 
of nonfenfe without etymology or fignification :— 
But I hope for the future to find them expunged 
from all polite converfations and publig harrangues,
